A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -- 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or 
on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the 
date of application for patent in the United States. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) which 

forms the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this 

Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not 
identically disclosed or described as set forth in section 
102 of this title, if the differences between the subject 
matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that 
the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the 
time the invention was made to a person having ordinary 
skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which 
the invention was made. 

Claims 1 and 3-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
anticipated by or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
obvious over either Hurka or Sakomura et al . , for the reasons 
given in the last Office action. Applicant's argument, th;-.t 
neither Hurka nor Sakomura et al . disclose method of purifying 
phosphoric acid by contacting the phosphoric acid with a hydrogen 
halide alone as presently claimed, is not convincing. Hurka 
teaches on page 1, column 1, lines 44-48 that the formation of 
the red coloration can be prevented by the addition of small 
amounts of hydrochloric acid to the phosphoric acid. The 
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phosphoric acid would be contacted with the hydrochloric acid 
"alone" at such point in the process of Hurka, since the 
phosphoric acid does not contact the metallic copper mass until 
after the addition of the hydrochloric acid to the phosphoric 
acid. Sakomura et al . teach at column 2, lines 10-15 that n 
appropriate mount of hydrogen chloride is added to the phosphoric 
acid before contacting the thus-produced acid mixture with the 
strongly basic anion exchange resin. Accordingly the phosphoric 
acid being treated in the process of Sakomura et al . would be 
contacted with the hydrogen chloride "alone" before being 
contacted with the anion exchange resin. Applicant's argument, 
that applicant has found that arsenic can be removed without the 
need for deposition or adsorption compound, is not convincing, 
since applicant's claims do not exclude the deposition or 
adsorption compounds of Hurka and Sakomura et al . being employed 
after the contact of the phosphoric acid with the hydrogen 
chloride. Moreover, applicant's claims do not require the 
removal of arsenic from the phosphoric acid, since such step in 
applicant's claim 1 is recited in "thereby" clause, and is 
therefore given no patentable weight. In any event, the step of 
contacting the arsenic-containing phosphoric acid of either Hurka 
or Sakomura et al . with the hydrogen chloride would result in the 
purification of the phosphoric acid from the arsenic to no less 
extent than it would in the process recited in applicant's claims. 
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This application apparently discloses allowable subject 
matter .
